Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 10-22 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record taken alone or in combination fails to anticipate or render not disclose a first 
layer with a conductivity type different from the second layer along with all the other 
limitations of claims 1 0 and 1 3. 

3. The closest prior art US 2004/01 04429 A1 to Takahashi et al., does not disclose 
a first layer with a conductivity type different from the second layer.
